Company 


concerned | 
with plans 


to build in 
Grayling

The president and CEO of a wood prod- 
ucts company planning on bringing a $47 
milhon investment and 1000 jobs to 
Grayling said he ts leery of the current local 
political climate as final financing for the 
project nears. 

Chuck Shans. president and CEO) of 
Cascade Wood Products LAC. spoke exclu- 
sively to the Crawford County Avalanche 
about bringing the huge investment Co 
Grayling, 

Cascade Wood Products plans to build a 
state-of-the-art saw mill, which would be 
used (o process small oak logs between five 
inches and J4 inches. Lumber. which 
would then be kilp dried at the mill, would 
be available for sale on the commodities 
mark. Left over saw dust and woodchips 
would be used to make would pellets, used 
to power energy companies and other 
industrial coneerns, making it a totally 
“green project.” 

“It's a product that totally sold right from 
the get go.” Shans said. 

The iniual investment is $47 million to 
eet the plant up and running and will have 
100 employees. Long-term plans call for 
subsidiary companies that would produce 
oak boards and trim, making them avatlable 
tor the construction market, An overall 
$300 million would be invested in the com- 
pany, Which would result im up to 400 peo- 
ple being put to work, 

“This will stay there forevers” Shans 
said. “This is nola company that will come 
in for a couple of years and pull out.” 

Shans said company officials are in daily 
contact with a number of potential investors 
as Venture capitalists start to emerge as the 
economy takes sleps forward. 

Shans, however, said that the company 
couldn't jeopardize losing investors al the 
last minute by coming to Grayling given 
current legal and political entanglements 
involving the City of Grayling.

Trials for city manager 
still months away

Suspended Grayling City Manager David 
A. Thayer will have to wait another two 
months or more to determine if we will 
return to handling the day-to-day affairs of 
the community, 

Chief 46th Trial Court Judge Janet M. 
Allen denied a motion to dismiss a case 
Thayer faces for allegedly violating the 
state’s Soctal Security Privacy Act 24 
times. 

The charges Thayer faces stem trom 
background checks completed on Grayling 
City Council candidates, who took office in 
November. Karl Schreiner, the former 
Grayling City Police Chief and Karl 
DeVries, a former Grayling = City 
Patrolman, took the oath of office to serve 
on the Grayling City Council on Nov. 9, 
Dee Maybury, who ran unopposed to Allan 
un-expired term on the city council, did not 
take the oath of office that night because it 
was determined that she had not paid the 
city's income tax for four years while she 
has fived in the city. Maybury and her fam- 
ily had lived in the city almost six years. 

Thayer met with Maybury prior to the 
meeting with Grayling Mayor Larry Akers 
present. 

Maybury resigned from the council on 
March 16. She is now living in Riverview,

Bid for Ingham 
Street approved

The Grayling = City 
Council is researching 
whether it can get more 
bang for the buck for an 
infrastructure upgrade pro- 
ject in the Ingham Street 
area’, 

The Grayling = City 
Council, last week, 
approved a contract to hire 
Central Michigan 
Contracting of Farwell to 
work on the Ingham Street 
infrastructure project. The 
project's winning bid was 
for $287,594. 

Mark Hurley, an engineer 
from Gosling Czubak, a 
Traverse City-based engi- 
neering and planning firm, 
said the contractors came 
with high recommendations 
for the Clare County Road 
Commission and — the 
Wolgast Company, a com- 
mercial contractor. 

“Its not one man and a 
bulldozer,” Hurley said. 

The — project — entails 
replacing sanitary sewers 
and water mains, storm 
sewers, building new curbs 


and gutters and placing a 
fresh coat of asphalt when 
the project is done. 

Hurley said the project 
initially started in 2005 
when sections of sanitary 
sewer began failing on 
Ingham Street. 

The sanitary sewer will 
be upgraded from 12-inch 
mains to 15-inch mains. 

“It's beyond its useful 
life.” Hurley said. 

The water mains will be 
upgraded from 10-inch to 
12-inches, and will bc con- 
nected with existing water 
service lines in the AuSable 
River Park and on Maple 
Street, 

“The city will get more 
reliability back as far as fire 
protection,” Hurley said. 

The city received a 
$388,000 Community 
Development Block Grant 
from the Michigan 
Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDC) to 
fund the project. The city is 
providing a $122,000 match 
for the project. 

Hurley requested a 10 
percent contingency, which 


is equal to about $28,700, to 
cover unexpected costs. 

“It's an old road and who 
knows what we're going to 
find once we get down 
there,” Hurley said. 

Hurley said he has asked 
MEDC officials if the state 
will cover the contingency 
costs. Since the project 
came in under bid due to 
favorable construction mar- 
ket, city officials are seek- 
ing to replace four sections 
of sanitary sewer on 
AuSable Court instead of 
two sections, which were 
planned to be upgraded. The 
city would also like to 
replace all curbs and gutters 
on AuSable Court and 
Ingham Street, upgrading 
sections on Ingham Street, 
which were done five years 
ago. 

Hurley said he is awaiting 
word from state officials for 
the extra work, which will 
be handled with a change 
order for project. 

“We went full circle in 
back in two weeks time,” 
Hurley said of talking with 
various MEDC officials.

Shans said the company 
has confidence that Thayer 
has the wherewithal to be a 
working partner with the 
firm, but are now looking at 
other communities in the 
region. 

“We will go where we are 
welcome and we can work 
with the people.” Shans 
sad. 

Shans said Grayling 
needs someone to write 
grants to get the needed 
land and infrastructure to

“It throws everything up 
in the air because this pro- 
ject needs millions over a 
number of years,” Shans 
sald.

U.S. Forest Service special agent 
convicted by jury for sexual conduct

A jury convicted a 30- 
year-old U.S. Forest 
Service special agent last 
week for his alleged lewd 
behavior at a training ses- 
sion for his colleagues, 

The jury of nine women 
and three men found John 
Hardy H, of Athens, Ohio, 
guilty for two counts of 
fourth-degree criminal sex- 
ual conduct and assault and 
battery, but not guilty for 
two additional counts of 
fourth-degree criminal sex- 
ual conduct involving 
Diane Walker Federoff. 
Federoff is an assistant for- 
est ranger for the U.S. 
Forest Service's Baldwin- 
White Could District. 

The jury found Hardy 
guilly of one count of 
fourth-degree criminal sex- 
ual conduct, but not guilty 
for three additional counts 
of fourth-degree criminal 
sexual conduct and assault 
and battery for incidents 
involving Angela Jeanne 
Harvieux. Harvieux is a 
forest protection officer for 


the U.S. Forest Service's 
Baldwin-White Could 
District, 


Finally, the jury found 
Hardy not guilty of fourth- 
degree criminal sexual 
conduct or assault or 
assault and battery for inci- 
dents involving Kathy 
Bietua, another forest pro- 
tection officer for the U.S. 
Forest Service's Baldwin- 
White Could District. 

The jury delivered the 
verdicts after deliberating 
for almost 13 hours over 
two days and listening to 
two days and a half days of 


testimony. 
The allegations come 
from an incident, which 


took place at the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources and 


Environment's (MDNR & 
E) Ralph A. MacMullan 
Conference Center on June 
29, 2009. The center ts 


located in Crawford 
County's Beaver Creek 
Township. 


The case involved spe- 
cial agent verse special 
agent and U.S. Forest 
Service employees against 


an U.S. Forest Service 
employee. Mark 
McCluthchey, a special 
agent for the USS. 
Department of 
Agriculture's Office of 
Inspector General 
Investigations, investigated 
the allegations against 
Hardy. 


Hardy was in northern 
Michigan to investigate a 
case involving utility viola- 
tions against MichCon, a 
gas storage and transporta- 
tion company owned by 
DTE Energy. MichCon 
employs some spouses of 
U.S. Forest — Service 
employees, but were not 
subjects in the case Hardy 
was investigating. 

U.S. Forest Service 
employees front across the 
region were called to the 
Ralph A. MacMullan 
Conference Center for an 
annual training on rules, 
regulations and defense 
tactics. Hardy, who was 
one of the highest-ranking 
jaw enforcement officers at 
the training, conducted 
some of the scenarios. 


After the first night of 


training, employees were 
drinking and socializing in 
a jodge and recreation 
building at the Ralph A. 
MacMullan Conference 
Center. Later, about 20 to 
25 employees congregated 
around a bonfire, where 
drinking and socializing 
continued. 


Hardy was accused of 


touching the women in 


personal areas and proposi- 
tioning them to go into the 
nearby woods with him. 
Hardy acknowledged that 
he unintentionally touched 
Federoft, but said it was an 
accident while he was ges- 
turing and immediately 
apologized. 

Federoff claimed Hardy 
said he was — single, 
although he has a wife and 
and two young children. 
She said she put Hardy on 
notice that the women he 
was engaging with inap- 
propriate behavior 
married. 

Federoff said that U.S. 
Forest Service employees 
gained special permission 
from DNR & E statf to 
consume alcoholic bever- 
ages at the Ralph A. 
MacMullan Conference 
Center. 

Shari McCarthy, an 
accounting technician for 
the Ralph A. MacMullan 
Conference Center said 
state employees are pro- 
hibited from transporting 
and consuming alcoholic 
beverages, but does not 
prohibit others who utiltze 
the center from such con- 
duct and no special permis- 
sion in needed. 

“After hours, they are on 
their own,” she said. 

Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everette “Trey” 
Ayers argued that) Hardy 
was seeking to have sex 
with any woman he could 


hook up with and that vol- . 


untarily intoxication was 
not a defense for his con- 
duct. 

“That is an offense, dis- 
gusting touching by a per- 
son that she didn’t even 
know,” Ayers said. 

Hardy denied all allega- 
tions made against him, 
including that we was rap- 
ping to the women while 
another U.S. Forest

You can 
question someone's views and 
their judgment without question- 
ing their motives or their patrio- 
tism,” 

Democracy thrives, Mr. Obama 
said, because it accepts “that the 
government role, while fimited, 
can still help us adapt to a chang- 
ing world.”

Medication safety a must 


Recent research shows 
that while most of us are 
aware of warnings against 
the dangers of illicit street 
drugs, we tend to forget that 
both prescription medicine 
and over-the-counter (OTC) 
medicines are also a poten- 
tial threat. 

Older adults make up 13 
percent of the population, 
but account for 34 percent 
of all prescription medica- 
tion use and 30 percent of 
al! over-the-counter (OTC) 
drug use. Most older adults 
take multiple medications, 
have more than one pre- 
scribing health care 
provider and sometimes use 
more than one pharmacy. 

Seniors legal prescripuion 
or OTC drug use sometimes 
affects others as well. Teens 
are increasingly using OTC 
and prescriptions drugs to 
get high because they are 
easily obtained from. the 
family medicine cabinet. 
Painkillers, depressants 
such as sleeping pills or 
anti-anxiety drugs, stimu- 
lants and some OFC drugs 
such as cough and cold 
remedies are the new drugs 
of choice. This is not a “big 
city” problem — it happens 
right here in our communi- 
ly. 

Medication issues that 
seniors should pay close 
attention to include ensur- 
ing prescription drugs are 
used as prescribed, not shar- 
ing prescription drugs, not

We saw last week that 
fsracl’s fall as a nation was 
not total or final, in spite of 
Israci’s sin. We saw in 
Romans Ul:t! that God's 
cternal purpose was pursued 
even through! Isracl’s fail. 
First, God’s salvation of the 
Jewish nation is still pre- 
served: “Ital say then, Have 
they stumbled that they 
should fall? God forbid...” 
Second, God’s Salvation of 
the Gentile nations is now 
pursued: “2.0.2 0b but rather 
through their fall salvation is 
come unto the Gentiles.,..” 
Third, God’s salvation of the 
Gentile nations is provoking 
Israch “dle....for to provoke 
them to jealousy...” Or, to 
cause them to reconsider 
Christ as their Messiah. 

Now in Romans 11:12 we 
look at how God's eternal 
plan is sull being carried out 
in spite of Israel's sin and fall 
as a nation: “12Now if the 
fall of them be the riches of 
the world, and the diminish- 
ing of them the riches of the 
Gentiles; how much more 
their fulness?” 

First, the tall of the nation 
of Israel became part of the 
scope of God's plan to reach 
the whole world: “f2Now if 
the falf of them be the riches 
of the warld...."

Next, the group will 
work on developing a bud- 
get needed to help accom- 
plish the short-term plans 
for the AuSable Artisan 
Village. Jewelry making 
classes are scheduled for the 
weekend of Sept. 24 and 
woodcarving classes are 
also planned. 

James Zelley, a volunteer 
on the financing and fund- 
raising team, said they need 
the budget numbers to sub- 
mit to art foundations and 
agencies. 

“Every place we've writ- 
ten 0, we're got a great 
response,” Zelley said. 

Finally, the AuSable 
Artisan Village group will 
continue discussions of 
merging with the Watershed 
Art Project. The Watershed 
Art Project was formed 
after Grayling builder Scott 
McClain approached Gaila 
Gilliland, the economic 
director for the Crawford 


~ County 


Economic 
Development project. The 
group formed shortly after 
the initial discussions and 
has sponsored Christmas 
Art Walks, spring and fall 
Art Walks and the develop- 
ment of Mystery Murals in 
downtown Grayling. The 
Watershed Art Project has 
brought dozens of artists 
into area: businesses for 
their events, which has 
resulted of thousands of 
dollars of art being sold.

The Grayling City 
Council, last week, voted to 
pull the plug on a traffic 
light placed at the intersec- 
tion of Michigan Avenue 
and Maple Street. 

The city council, by a 4- 
to-1 vote, opted to remove 
the light, but officials said 
they wanted to keep the 
intersection a four-way 
stop. 

The light was placed at 
the intersection in the 
spring of 2009 when con- 
struction got underway on 
the [-75 Business Loop to 
help detour traffic through 
the community. 

After the light was put in 
place, some residents com- 
plimented city officials 
regarding the light for eas- 
ing the flow of traffic 


through town and allowing 
children a safe passage to 
schools. 

After construction on the 
I-75 Business Loop was 
completed, Michigan 
Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) 
officials changed the light 
lo a four-way stop because 
they did not want to subject 
the state to liability for acci- 
dents, 

A recent traffic study, 
done for the city in order 
purchase the light from 
MDOT, determined that 
there was not the volume of 
traffic to warrant a light at 
the intersection. 

Grayling City Police 
Chief Doug Baum, who is 
serving as the acting city 
manager, said he talked 
with AuSable Primary 
School Principal Barb Mick 


_ regarding the light. He said . 


Mick did not think students 
would walk down the extra 
blocks to cross where the 
light is located. Baum 
added that Mick said school 
officials have a hard enough 
lime getling students to 
cross where the crossing 
guard is located, but said it 
was imperative for the city 
to continue funding the 
crossing guard position. 
The city has agreed to fund 
the crossing guard for the 
current fiscal year while the 
school district is facing bud- 
get woes. 

Baum said the four-way 
stop has prevented traffic 
backing up on Michigan 
Avenue. He said the stop 
strips, cross walks and extra 
signage would be placed at 
the intersection to alert dri- 
vers that they are going
